President H. C. Rouse, of the 
Missouri, Kansas and Texas rail­ 
road, arrived in St. Louis yester­ 
d a y , 
a fte r h a v in g tra v e le d m ore 
tiian 16,000 miles by sea and 15,000 
miles by 
land since 
October 
i, 
1902, when he sailed 
from San 
Francisco, in company with Gen. 
Miles, says 
the GIobe-Democrat. 
He traveled on 
an 
average 200 
miles a day, arriving in New York 
on February 15. 
Stops were made 
at Honolulu 
and Guam, and they 
arrived at 
Manila 
October 
50, 
staying 
tiiere a fortnight. 
A fter cruising 
among the Philippine islands for 
three weeks, tlie island of Siasi, 
near Borneo, in tiie Sulu sea, 300 
miles from the equator, was visited. 
They stopped at the thirty military 
posts, and after seeing more than 
half th e a rm y in the P h ilip p in e s , 
crossed to Hong Kong early in D e­ 
cember and later visited Canton. 
He said yesterday that there are 
now Iiard times prevailing in the 
Philippines, caused by war, fol­ 
lo w e d by reconcentration, famine 
a n d p e s tile n c e among the p e o p le , 
aud 
an 
epidemic of 
rinderpest 
among cattle 
Rice is now being 
b o u g h t in China by the g o v e r n ­ 
m e n t, to p r e v e n t a c tu a l 
s ta rv a tio n 
in some sections, where the grass­ 
hoppers have eaten every 
green 
thing. 
• 
The civil 
government 
is ex­ 
tremely well administered by its 
able governor general, who is a 
man of 
fine 
personality 
and in 
every way qualified for his office, 
but it appeared to Mr. Rouse that 
the military government was w ith­ 
drawn too soon in the northern 
islands, and that some doubt rests 
upon the wisdom 
of 
the 
policy 
adopted by the war department in 
Morro land, where the natives still 
bear arms. 
In many towns Mr. Rouse in­ 
quired as to 
the distribution of 
business by nationalities. 
In every 
case the American merchants were 
in the minority, and in most cases 
the “ merchant” was a saloonkeeper 
or a discharged soldier. “ This con­ 
dition is likely to remain unchanged 
until American merchants receive 
some preferential tariff,” said he. 
“ But this cannot be until 1909 by 
the terms of the treaty of P an s.” 
Considerable 
commercial 
dis­ 
turbance has ensued trom ihe re­ 
cent readjustment of the Mexican 
silver money basis in the Philip­ 
pines, which is especially unfortu­ 
nate because the scattered business 
of the people on these islands is 
such as to render a change to the 
gold standard from the existing sil­ 
ver basis inexpedient, even if at­ 
tainable. 
Mr. Rouse says that few of the 
rules that we lay down to govern 
ourselves at home can be applied 
to the conditions obtaining in the 
Philippines, not even that of the 
Monroe doctrine; and it must be 
equally manifest 
that 
American 
capital will not seek investment in 
the development of the resources 
of these islands until the policy for 
their government shall be better 
defined and practically applied.
